Hughes Says Meyers

Howard Hughes

Mey- 
ers tried to borrow $200,000 from 
him during the war when Hughes 
was negotiating a multl-milllon- 
dollai' u'onico'^TBni v>!th Hughy*. 


Hughes told the senate war in- 
vestigating 
committee 
that he 
turned Meyers down. 


"This 
resulted 
in a complete 
breach of friendship between me 
and Benny Meyers, and no far as 
I know he didn't speak to me again 
for two years," the lanky plane 
builder added. 


Meyers Denies Loan 


Meyors, testifying .to the com- 


mittee last week, denied an earlier 
assertion by a 
Hughes attorney 
that he (Myers) once tried to bor- 
row $50,000 from Hughes. 


The committee is inquiring into

plane contracts awarded by Hugh- 
es. 


"When I finally and 
definitely 


turned down the loan proposition," 
Hughes said, "I thought General 
Meyers was going to find some way 
to throw a monkey wrech into that 
F-ll (photo reconnaissance) plane 
contract if it was the last thing he 
ever did."

SmallDecreaseln 
Cotton Crop To 11 
Million Bales Seen 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10.—</P)— 


The agriculture department today 
estimated this year's cotton crop 
at 11,505,000 bales of 600 pounds 
gross tvolght. 
This estimate Is a decrease of 
3,000 hales for the 11,508,000 fore- 
cast a month ago. 
Production last year was 8,640,- 


000 bales and 12,390,000 for the ten- 
year (1935-45) 
average. 


.The department said the yield 
of lint cotton per acre was indi- 
cated at 
2(11.2 pounds, compared 
with 235.2 last ymr and 250.6 for 
the ten-year average. 
In an accompanying report, the 


census bureau said 8,361,685 bales 
of cotton were ginned prior to 
Nov. 1.

Relief Fund Asked Through 
March 15 is $597,000,000; 
7-Half Billion In 15 Months 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 


Seoretary of State Marshall asked 
congress today to provide $597,000,- 
000 for emergency aid in Europe 
until March 31. He estimated an

Aid Keeps Greece 
Free, But Picture 
Bad, Says Truman 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 10—(IP)— 


President 
Truman told congress 


today 
that "Greece is still free" 


because of American aid but her 
economic plight "has not basically 
improved" and the military pic- 
ture is worse. 


That Is the way Mr. 
Truman 
sized things up as of Sept. 30, four 
months after congress set up 
a 


$400,000,000 
fund to help Greece 


and Turkey combat Communistic 
pressure from Inside and outside 
their borders. 


The president expressed "grave 
concern" that "underlying causes 
of economic and political unrest" 
still exist In Greece. 


But In his first report to con- 
gress on how the aid money Is be- 
ing used, the nearest thing to a 
hint that more might be asked was 
a statement that: 


Must Overcome Difficulties 
"The difficulties which hamper 


the success of this program must 
be overcome. Continuation of mar- 
ginal subsistence only in Greece, 
without real progress toward re- 
covery, will provide fertile ground 
for totalitarian Ideologies." * 


The presidential report 
showed 


that up to Sept. 30 only $17,460,- 
171 of Greece's $300,000,000 and $1,- 
549 of Turkey's $100,000,000 actual- 
ly 
had been spent with $150,182

At Least Two Injured, Scores Shaken 
Up As M-K-T Passenger Train Crashes 
Into Freight In Foggy Leonard, Texas 


LEONARD, Tex., Nov. 


Two trainmen were Injured 
and 
scores of passengers were shaken 
up when the Mlssourl-Kansas-Tex- 
as" fast Bluebonnet Special from 
Kansas City ploughed into the rear 
of a freight train In a cemetery 
during a heavy mist here early to- 
day. 
First reports said three 
crew- 


men were believed killed, but com- 
pany officials later said none was 
killed and only two were hurt, 


The train was en route to Dallas. 


The wreck occurred about 20 miles 
south of .the Texas-Oklahoma line, 


Engineer, Fireman Hurt 


The Injured was Identified 
as 


Ben M. Webb, Denlson, engineer 
of the passenger train, and C. C. 
Rice, Denlson, his fireman. 


M-K-T officials said that Webb 


suffered a broken leg and Rice a 
broken arm. 


The crash occurred at about 7:30 


a, m. In the middle of the Loenard 
cemetery, 
through which the M- 


K-T tracks pass. 


The passenger train, traveling at 


an 
estimated 
55 miles an hour, 


smashed into the rear of the freight 
train which was moving off of the 
mail, line onto a siding. 


Passenger Describes Crash 


Clarence Korker, 23, of Danbury, 


Conn., who was a passenger on 
the Bluebonnet, said: 


"I was in the dining car when 
the trains collided. 


"Everything went flying, tables 


were 
turned over and everyone 
wu «h*k«a up." 


He said that the passengers did 


not become pinlcky. 


Most Stay In Cnrs 


"Most of them remained in their 


cars. Some got out to look at the 
wreckage," Korker, a photographer 
said. 
"There 
were 
some explosions 


right after the accident. The pas- 
senger train engine and the rear 
cars of the freight train -were on 
fire. 
Wreckage 
was 
sprawled 


everywhere. 


The train accident was the third 


In 
Texas 
within the last three 


days. Last Saturday two occurred, 
one at Corsicana and the other at 
Brownwood. 
Hundreds of spectators went to 


the scene of the Leonard accident. 


Freight Falls to Clear 


The 
freight .train was enroute 


from Denlson to Dallas- 
J. A. Shields, M-K-T passenger 


and freight agent at Greenville, 
said the freight train had been or- 
dered to clear the main tracks. 


He said that before all of the 


freight cars had moved onto the 
siding that "trouble developed." 


Shields said there would be be-

BANKOK, Nov. 10.— f/P)— Luang 
Aphalwongse' was appointed pre- 
mier of Slam today and a five 
member privy council was named 
to head the government following 
a bloodless coup yesterday directed 
by wartime Dictator Pubul Song- 
gram. 


The new privy council replaces 


the regency for King Phumiphon, 
who attains his 
majority 
next 
month. The monarch, who is now 
in Switzerland, Is expected to re- 
turn to Slam next month. 


Tho privy council Immediately 


promulgoted a new constitution re- 
revlvlng some of the monarchlal 
powers relinquished In 1932. Under 
the new constitution Slam's legisla- 
ture will continue 
a two-cham- 


ber body, but the members of the 
senate will henceforth be appointed 
by the king instead of being elect- 
ed. 
Premier Leader Before 


Aphaiwongse served as premier 


on two previous occasions. 
He 


headed the government briefly In 
1944 when Songgrani was ousted be- 
cause of public opposition to an 
ultra-nationalist 
program. 


Ho was again, made premier early 
in 1946, but his regime was defeat- 
ed after a brief stay in office,

He was speaking purely about his 
COO-acre dairy farm, a subjct he is 
much more vocal on than the ques-

Republican 
presidential 
nomination next year. 


Dcwoy Good Farmer 


Since Dewey is also governor of 


New York state, his polltcal ac- 
quaintances like to kid "Farmer 
Tom" about his cow farm, but he 
Insists it is no mere hobby with 
him. 


"My major interest Is in running 
• dairy farm," he said. 


It is located in beautiful Duchess 
county, where another well-known 
farmer used to live. Fellow name of 
Roosevelt. 


Like 
most 
farmers, "Farmer 


Tom" had a grievance against the 
government. In this case it was 
the New York city government. 


Background Needed 
To understand this grievance you 


need a little background. 


"The biggest problem of 
the 
dairy farmer in this country isn't 
prices—it's mastitis," Dewey said. 
"We've just about got tuberculosis 
In cows whipped, and we've got 
Bang's disease pretty well cleaned 
up in New York." 


The best way I can figure out 


to describe mastitis is to say that 
it !s an Infection that annoys cows 
in the faucet area so much they 
cut down production. 
Hard on Cows 


Well, to meet the sanitaton re- 


quirements for milk sold in New 
York City dairy farmers have had 
to anchor their cows at night in 
dormitories having concrete floors 
which must be washed down daily. 
This is hard on the cows. When 
they curl up for a little shut-eye, 
their tender faucet zone hits the 
damp cold concrete. Dewey and a 
lot of other farmers believe this 
makes them more susceptible to 
mastitis. 


So they proposed a return to pen 


sTabllng, which permits the cows to 
bunk down on warm bedding of 
chopped straw, corn stalks or hay. 


Dewey O'Dwyer Clash 


Farmer Dewey took the matter 
right to the head man— Mayor 
O'Dwyer of New York City in this 
case. 
"I told him there was no reason

system of inspection," he said. 


The mayor agreed to let 100 dairy 


farms in the metropolitan milk 
production area—including Dewey's 
—try it as a test to determine if it 
would reduce mastitis.
